June 4.—Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton, in 
a speech bristling with epigrams 
and metaphors, predicted today a 
Wagnerian end of Wall street.

The new Cabinet, in a public 
declaration, announced the follow- 
ing political program: 

“At last to obtain for the father- 
land, in peaceful co-operation with 
other nations, full equality, polit- 
ical freedom and the possibility of 


/ economic recovery. 


“Only a Germany jhat enjoys 
equal rights is free and economic- 
ally healthy and will be able to 
coutribute toward the recovery of 
the world. 

“Naturally, all efforts. for the 
well-being of peoples can be suc- 
cessful only if it is possible at the 
same time to remove the economic 
sources of disturbance in the realm 
of money and capital, intercourse 
and exchange of goods, which now 
is causing the world’s ‘unrest. 

“The Reich’s Government is 
ready to co-operate in all efforts 
that serve this end.” 

“Inner Politica] Clarity.” 

The declaration, one of the 
Driefest issued by any of the post- 
war cabinets, continued: 

“The foundation for any success- 
ful representation abroad of our 
national. interests is inner ecreneg 
clarity. 

“By dissolution of the Reichstag 
the nation must decide unequivod- 
cally with what forces it desires 
to tread the path of the future. 

“Independent of parties, this 
Government will lead the fight for 
the spiritual and economic recovery 


of the natign, for the regeneration} 


of the fatherland.” 

Two-thirds of the declaration 
was devoted to a gloomy picture 
of Germany's plight. 

“The German people are in the 
midst of a spiritual and material 
crisis without parallel,” it said.

' ALBANY, N. Y., June 4.—Plans 
for the formation of the $100,000,- 
000 corporation to stabilize the 
bond market were laid before the 
Division of Corporations of the Sec- 
retary of State today by a repre- 
sentative of the Morgan, Rockefel- 
ler and other large Wall street 
banking interests. Articles of in- 
corporation are expected to be is- 
sued Monday. 
The corporation is to be known 
as the American Securities Invest- 
ing Corporation. The $100,000,000 
will be subscribed by 18 New York 
banks and two private banking 
houses. 
It can function as soon as the 
Secretary of State grants a char- 
ter. It was understood there was 
nothing to interfere with the State 
issuing the articles of incorporation 
as goon as the Secretary's office 
opens Monday morning. 
The State’s fee for issuing a 
charter to a $100,000,000 corpora- 
tion would be approximately $50,- 
000. 
The corporatior is headed by 
Thomas W. Lamont of the Morgan 
firm. He emphasized the concern 
was not a “bond pool” but an in- 
vesting company organized to make 
profits out of the purchase of sound 
investments for the “long pull.’’

‘to have power to reduce any appropriation made by 


the Legislature, thus terminating the present absurd- 
ity of forcing him either to veto an entire item or 
approve appropriations which he knows to be exces 
sive. However, the amendment Ifmits the Governor's 
power of reduction so as to exclude appropriations for 
public school purposes. We doubt the wisdom of this 
limitation. There is no more reason to exclude 
schools than other branches of government, since it 
is not likely that any Governor would unduly dis- 
criminate against them. That would be to commit 
political suicide. 

The other amendment attacks the clerkship racket 
at Jefferson City by stipulating that neither house 
may employ more than 75 clerks, as against the 800 
that were on the rolls last session. We believe this 
amendment is open to criticism in two respects. 
First, it introduces into the organic law of the State

But contemporary social work, which 
apparently has escaped the attention of 
Mr. Ford, does not stop there. Millions 
of men are out,of work, who have de- 
pended all their lives upon industry for 
their jobs and who would have never 
held their jobs if they had not given 
their all to them. Yet they are not left 
to some theoretical solution of the prob- 
lero of where their next meal is coming 
from. if work cannot be had and no 
other adjustment can be made by which 
the unemployed can take care of himself 
or be cared for by friends or by relatives, 
then social work is necessary to clothe. 
feed and house him and his family until 
something more tangible than theory as- 
sures him his job.

Pension Racketeering. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WORD of commendation for your 

attacks on the pension and bonus 
raids on the Federal Treasury. I be- 
lieve the average citizen (who is the man 
who supports the Treasury) would favor 
any extreme to take care of the boys 
who were actually wounded in the war, 
also to provide for the widows and minor 
children of the relatively small number 
killed. But aside from these, no veteran 
deserves a penny from the Government. 

I know a public official receiving $19,- 
000 per annum, who has had the 
job for many years, yet draws down 
his regular Spanish War pension. This 
is typical of thousands of cases and will 
be typical of millions more in years to 
come.

T. U., the farm bioc and, last but not 
least, the husky pension-seeking rack- 
eteer. The mass of the people are im- 
potent to stop the mounting tax burdens 
thrust upon them by legislators playing 
to these highly organized groups. The 
average citizen has no representative, no 
defender save the press and, unfortunate- 
ly, a considerable portion of it is 
“hushed” from denouncing grab raids.

Mr. Reed and the Sales Tax. 
T> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ITH deep regret I note that for- 

mer Senator Reed of Missouri, for 
whom I have great admiration as a real 
Jeffersonian Democrat, indorses the 
iniquitoug sales tax, a scheme devised 
for shifting taxes from those best able 
to bear them to the impoverished people 
and workers.

Why blink 
the fact that the clerkship racket arises from the 
miserly stipend which the members receive? Their 
pay ts only $5 a day for the first 70 days of each 
session, and after that but $1 a day. In revision 
sessions, the $5 scale is extended to 120 days. Many 
of the members are poor men and can maintain them- 
selves in Jefferson City only by the appointment of 
theoretical clerks. 


Somewhere in old Wyoming—to be exact, where 
the waters of the Popo Agie and Wind rivers merge 
to form the Bighorn—nestles little Riverton. To the 
west lie the tenting grounds of the Shoshones, to the 
south the barren Antelope hills lift their heads, to 
the northeast loom the solitary Ow! Creek Mountains. 
Muskrat Creek, Badwater River and Poison Creek 
drain the surrounding terrain. In short, as the read- 
er has already deduced, environment is against Riv- 
erton. When the 1930 census taker made his rounds, 
all the noses he could find therein numbered 1608. 
Yet, for all its drawbacks, Riverton has its finger on 
the pulse of the times as few places in this land of 
ours. Does Riverton want the $75,000 postoffice 
which Speaker Garner has down for it in his public 
works bill? Not on a coyote’s skin! Its Lions’ Club 
—and everybody who counts in Riverton belongs to 
the Lions’ Club—bas turned thumbs down. Instruct- 
ing ita congressional delegation to oppose “this item,” 
Riverton described the proposed postoffice as “un- 
called for” and “the poorest kind of economy.” Here. 
brothers and sisters of the Mississippi Valley, is a 
shining attempt to place the national welfare above 
local pride. All together, then, three wildcats and 
a panther for Riverton! And let’s make the frown- 
ing old Ow! Creek Mountains lift their eyebrows as 
we do it. 
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THE BROTHER OF THE GREAT. 

Though we've all known Jimmie Walker long and 
intimately, few of us, we venture, ever heard of his 
brother, the doctor, until Judge Seabury started look- 
ing through the family album. And what a mono 
graph could be written on the obscure brother of 
any great man! Here, forsooth, is the predestined 
unknown soldier, to whose tomb no pilgrimage is 
made, who in death as in life has tribute of neither 
wreath nor rose, condemned through time and eter- 
nity to the “iniquity of oblivion.” 

But this has to do with Dr. William H. Walker, 
eclipsed until now by the splendorified Jimmie, but 
from now on an individual by his own right, a busy 
healer of afflicted humanity, and a practical man. It 
were invidious, perhaps, to attempt a comparison be- 
tween Jimmie and the doctor; the schools of politics 
and medicine are so dissimilar as to preclude such 
a study. Yet whatever path be chosen up or down the 
vale, the wayfarer must needs get the money or else 
hitch-hike or tramp it. That goes for the bards 
sublime as well as the doggerelions, and while it is 
a noble attitude to scorn the dollar, and poseurs in- 
numerable have done it all along the route, still, the 
size of the bank account is, at least, an index. Meas- 
ured by that yardstick, Dr. William does. not have 
to cool his heels in Jimmie’s anteroom. The doctor 
has deposited $431,258 in four years, which is a more 
spacious accomplishment than the examination of 
Jimmie’s affairs has revealed. Viewed exclusively, 
without brotherly, cousinly or any other relation, it 
is a corking good income for anyone, excepting, of 
course, the Radio pool set. F

should first of all choose a Mayor of New York for 
his brother. 
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COFFEE TO THE ORIENT. 

After destroying more than 6,500,000 bags of cof- 
fee, Brazil at last has discovered a new use for her 
oversupply. Part of the surplus (300,000 bags in 
three years) will be sent as free samples to Japan, 
Korea and Manchuria, in an attempt to convert the 
Oriental palate to a taste for the beverage. It may 
seem futile to seek introduction of coffee among these 
tea-drinking peoples. Yet there is the example of 
the Western races, among whom the popularity of 
coffee is inspired by a cultivated taste of fajriy’ re- 
cent origin. Coffee houses, using the Arabian prod- 
uct, were not instituted in Europe until the seven- 
teenth century, and their steaming cups speedily 
rivaled the potations of the ancient taverns as cen- 
ters of social gatherings. : 

Destruction of a natural product is sheer waste 
and accomplishes no lasting good, as subsequent crops 
renew the surplus. Sending out the over-production 
to do missionary work has at least a promise of eco- 
nomic return that will stimulate the industry in 
to come. The Brazilians may be as visionary as Col. 
Mulberry Sellers, who was depicted in. Mark Twain 
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tions indicated. and President von Hindenburg’s 


Germany cast off the shackles of her military aris 
tocracy in 1918, but now a Cabinet composed of Jun- 
kerdom’s adherents is temporarily in power there. It 
is to be regretted that the moderate coalition headed 
by the able and conciliatory Bruening had to give 
way to the reactionary group led by Count Franz vou 
Papen. However, the Bruening Cabinet obviously 
had lost popular support, as the recent series of elec- 


withdrawal of confidence simply speeded its down- 
fall, which would doubtless have occurred soon by 
Reichstag resolution. fae 

A military dictatorship now is in prospect, bu 
there are indications that it will be short-lived. Now 
that the Reichstag has been dissolved, the new Cabi- 
net’s term of office probably will run only to the 
elections. Already the Centrists and the Bavarian 
People’s party have repudiated the Cabinet, and it is 
scarcely probable that the powerful Social Democrat- 
ic group would give it a vote of confidence. 

Hindenbure’s influence may be expected to keep 
ithe Cabinet’s actions within the bounds of the Con- 
stitution. And should Hifler take power, a possi- 
bility that looms steadily closer, he, too, would feel 
the President's restraining hand. Although his action 
brought about the new Junker Cabinet, there is noth- 
ing to indicate that Hindenburg is aligned with the 
réactionaries, or that be bas regretted his decision 
of seven years ago to support the republic. The terms 
of the Versailles Treaty, which the former Allies 
probably would go to extremes to enforce, also will 
serve as a curb upon the mischief a military regime 
could do in international affairs. 

Despite these restraints upon the Von Papen Min- 
istry, its advent upon the scene is untimely. Only 
unfortunate results will be the outcome if Junker 
spokesmen represent Germany in the remainder of 
the Geneva conference and at the Lausanne parley on 
debts and reparations. 
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STICKER TAGS FOR AUTOS. 

The city’s decision to use the windshield sticker 
type of auto license next year instead of the tin tag 
variety is an excellent one. The stickers prevent 
fraud and loss, for they cannot be lost, stolen or 
transferred from one car to another. Their conspic- 
uous position, in the lower right corner of the wind- 
shield, facilitates checking up on evaders. These tags 
will cost the city $1500 less annually than the metal 
type. The experiences of Chicago, Kansas City and 
University City with tlis form of tag have been sat- 
isfactory. University City, for instance, reports 
collections exceeding last year’s by 5 per cent as a 
result of using such tags. 

However, the adoption of the plan is belated. Had 
it been approved last fall, when first suggested, the 
increase in motor vehicle fees might have been un- 
necessary, and that expedient would have been left as 
a possible emergency measure. The higher rates did 
bring additional revenue, but left unsolved the prob- 
lem of license evaders, estimates of whose numbers 
range from 10,000 to 30,000. Use of the stickers alone 
will not round up the tag slackers, but will simplify 
materially the efforts of police in a concerted drive. 
Since tags average $4.50 each in cost, such a drive 
presents possibiljties of from $45,000 to $135,000 in 
additional revenue. The sticker tag innovation, offer- 
ing such potentialities, is a forward step. 
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RUSSIA TACKLES THE WEATHER. 

The Government already controls virtually every- 
thing in Russia and, to make centralization complete, 
it has now undertaken to regulate the weather. Or- 
ganization of the Institute for Artificial Rain is an- 
nounced from Moscow in a bulletin of the U. S. S. R. 
Chamber of Commerce, with the frank statement that 
“apparatus for artificial rain will make it possible to 
regulate the amount of rainfall in the different re. 
gions of the country.” The implements of the Soviet’s 
most ambitious project will include high tension elec 
tric currents, X-rays, ultra-violet rays and radioactive 
emanations. Not only will the Government try to 
manufacture rain, but it will seek to prevent snow 
from falling in Moscow next winter. | 

The wiseacres of the institute thus advance upop 
a problem that has beguile< scientists from the trog- 
loditic medicine man, chanting incantations, to Sir 
Oliver Lodge, and with no visible effect upon the 
elements. When man’s puny efforts are compared | 
with nature's large-scale operations, the reason is 
plain. To cause or prevent precipitation, the Soviet 
savants will have to make and dissipate clouds, move 
them here and there about the sky, raise and lower 
the temperature, shift high-pressure and low-pressure 
areas around the map, change the direction of the 
wind, guide and impede the courses of storms and 
create energy as great as that exerted by the sun. 
Man directs electric currents and harnesses’ radium 
emanations quite successfully in the laboratory, but 
his gestures are lost on the vast stage of nature. 

We wish success to the professors. Yet we await 
the volley of a firing squad the first time they are 
unable to prevent rain on an afternoon chosen by 
Stalin and some of his buddies for a round of golf.

A FORWARD STEP IN THE SOUTH. 

Dedication of Atlanta University’s new library 
marked a noteworthy step in the advancement of the 
American Negro. What the presence of a handsome 
colonial structure with stack room for some 120,000 
books and reading space for 400 persons will mean 
in the heart of the South becomes evident when it 
is known that a survey of the American Library As 
sociation found approximately 90 per cent of the 
Southern Negroes completely lacking in library fa- 
cilities. It is now almost 70 years since Lincoln read 
the proclamation that set free 4,000,000 slaves. Today, 
according to John Hope, president of the institution 
which is the proud possessor of the new library, the 
Negro, while far from living under ideal conditions,

SENATOR WAGNER'S NINE POINTS. 

1. The evil consequences of unemploy- 
ment can and should be mitigated by the 
establishment of unemployment insurance 
or wage reserves. . ph, 


2. Unemployment insurance or wage 
reserves, to be successful, should be in- 
augurated under compulsory state legis- 
lation and be supervised by state au- 
thority. 


3. The Federal Government should en- 
courage state action by (a) co-operating 
with the states in the establishment of a 
nation-wide employment service (S. 2687), 
and (b) by allowing employers to deduct 
from income tax a portion of their pay- 
ments into unemployment reserves 
(amending the Revenue Act of 1928). 


4. Every system of unemployment in- 


surance or reserves should be organized 


to provide incentives to the stabilization 
of employment. 


5. The insurance or wage reserve sys- 
tem should be built on a rlan financially 
and actuarially sound so that the pre- 
miums paid into the fuhd shall be suf- 


ficient to meet the obligations of the fund. 


6. Compulsory unemployment insur- 
ance eliminates the competitive advuan- 
tage of the employer who refuses to rec- 
ognize his business responsibility for un- 


employment. 


7. Compulsory unemployment insur- 


ance preserves the mobility of the work- 


er and his freedom of action in attempt- 
ing to improve his economic position. 


8. Unemployment insurance will bene- 
ficially affect not only the workers but 


agriculture, industry and trade; all ahke 
profit from sustained purchasing power. 


9. Sound business and cood conscience 
both command us, in dealing with unem- 
ployment, to abandon the methods of 
poor relief with its ballyhoo, its inade- 


quacy, inequality and uncertainty, which 
are a drain on the sympathy of the civer 
and a strain on the character of the takcr. 


Let us, like civilized men and women, or- 


ganize intelligently to prepare today for 
the exigencies of the future. 


greater voluntary contributions and for high- 
er taxation at the very time when incomes 
and values are reduced. The consequences 
confront us on every hand in terms of in- 
adequate relief in spite of the extraordinary 
efforts of private citizens, states and mu- 
nicipalities. They confront us in destitu- 
tion, malnutrition and spiritual deteriora- 
tion. 

Is there a better way? Can we by ade- 
quate preparation preserve the people of the 
United States against the suffering attend- 
ant upon widespread unemployment? 

With that question, we come to the rock 
bottom of social responsibility for unem- 
ployment. Men are thrown out of work 
through no fault of their own. It is not 
the men who walk the streets in search of 
work who create the industrial system of 
which unemployment is a part. The ob- 
ligation rests upon society to make sure 
that they shall not go cold or hungry. The 
alternative is between charity and insir- 
ance; and I have no hesitation in making 
my choice in favor of insurance.

BRITAIN AND ITALY FORMALLY 
RATIFY HOOVER MORATORIUM 


Sign Agreement Postponing Inter- 
national Debts for Year From 
Last July 1. 
By «he Associated Presse, 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—Great 
Britafn and Italy today signed the 
formal agreement postponing inter- 
national debts for one year from 
last July 1 under the moratorium 
proposed by President Hoover. 
The British agreement, signed by 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, British Am- 
bassador, called for payment of 
$159,520,000 and the Italian agree- 
ment _— signed by Ambassador 
Giacomo de Martino calls for a 
payment of $14,706,000. 
The postponed debts are to be

The signing of the formal agree- 
ments, which are to repay the post- 
poned debts at 4 ‘per cent interest, 
carries out the agreement reached 
last June by the nations which 
were parties to the postponement.

Seabury Says He Will Sub-| 


mittee’s Record to the

NEW YORK, June 4.—Samuel 


Seabury, counsel for the Hofstadter, 
Legislative Committee investigating | 
municipal affairs in New York 
City, sald last night that the offi- 


cial record of the inquiry would be }, 


laid before Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt “as early next week as possi- 
ble.” Seabury has said there were 
grounds for the ‘removal of Mayor 
James J. Walker. 

Seabury’s announcement came 
after Gov. Roosevelt, in a_ state- 
ment, called on the committee and 
Seabury to “stop talking and do 
something,” if, in their judgment, 
circumstances warrant action. 

With the record, Seabury said, he 
would send an analysis of the testi- 
mony taken during a_ series of 
hearings. He did not use the word 
“charges.” 

Gov. Roosevelt’s statement ap- 
parently was occasioned by pub- 
lished reports that Seabury would 
not file charges until the Governor 
had had an opportunity to act on 
his own initiative. Newspapers said 
the Governor regarded delay in fil-. 
ing the charges as an attempt to 
embarrass him. 

Dr. William J. Schieffelin, head 
of the Citizens’ Union and. tHe Citi- 
zens’ Committee of One Thousand, 
u.sclosed yesterday that the Mer- 
chants’ Association had been invit- 
ed to join with other groups in 
petitioning for the Mayor's re- 
moval. He said the Society for the 
Prevention of Crime felt the Gov- 
ernor should convene an extraordi- 
nary term of Supreme Court to 
clear the way for criminal prone: 
tion. 


Roosevelt Reluctant to Act Mere- 
ly on Analysis of Testimony.

Roosevelt previously had been 
described as feeling restrained 
from any form of action in the 
cause due to what he held was the 
doubtful status of the investigation. 

The Governor’s statement to the 
press, in which he called on Sea- 
bury or the Legislative Commit- 
tee to make charges if it believed 
them warranted, said: “It is not 
even clear from Judge Seabury’s 
Statement to Chairman Hofstadter 
whether he has fully completed the 
investigation.”

So completely have Americans 
dominated the British open in the 
last decade that even native follow- 
ers of the ancient sport may be 
pardoned if they expect next 
week’s winner to be either Armour, 
Sarazen or Smith. Only once in 
the last 11 years has a Briton won 
this prized title, Arthur Havers in 
1923. 

Supporting Armour, Smith and 
Sarazen will be two other pros of 
lesser distinction, Walter Pursey of 
Seattle and Gordon Smith of Palm 
Beach, Fla., and nine amateurs: 
Ellsworth Augustus, Cleveland; 
Joshua Crane, Boston; Ross 
Thompson, Uniontown, Pa., and 
these who live in England, Paul 
Azbill, Sunningdale: Frank Swee- 
ny, Addington; Robert and Charles 
Sweency, Prince’s; Stuart Scheftel, 
Addington, and Douglas Grant, 
Royal St. George. 

The field of 252, of whom 57 are 
amateurs, will play the first 18 
holes of the qualifyin.. round Mon- 
day and the second Tuesday. The 
low 100 and ties then will continue 
into the 72 holes of the champion- 
ship proper, starting with 18 on 
Wednesday, 18 on Thursday end 36 
‘Friday.

Primitive Times. 


R earliest recollection of 
McGraw goes back to 1896-7, 

the days of those bitter struggles 
for the Temple Cup, in which the 
Cleveland and Baltimore teams 
figured so sensationally. 

McGraw, a mere youth of 23, 
was the perscnification of a 
fighting, win-at-any-cost player. 
Baseball then was a ‘*ross be- 
tween a junket and a fight, rath- 
er than a profession. Players 
literally “fought” for every game, 
as spike marks on legs and 
ankles too frequently told. It 
was a day of hard-boiled tactics, 
riotous crowds and “wet” grand- 
stands. A player was an adven- 
turer: an umpire a daredevil. 

McGraw was best described by 
his nickname—now detested 
and outlived—*“Muggsy,” but it 
suited the times and fitted the 
person. Players lived by their 
fists and occasionally went down 
and out from the same cause, 
And if a punch didn't put them 
down John Barleycorn frequent- 
ly did. 


When McGraw Came to St 


Louis. 

cGRAW was the spark plug 
M:: the Baltimore team, young 
as he was. He wasa great 
money player and a natura] 
leader. The Orioles became fa- 
mous for their fighting qualities 
and Johh McGraw was consid- 
ered the moving spirit of the 
club. 

It was only natura) that when 
Frank De Haas Robison brought 
the Cleveland team to St. Louis 
in 1899, he thought of John Mc- 
Graw. The Cleveland club had 
clashed with McGraw’s men in 
the Temple Cup series, and Mr. 
Robison felt that McGraw was a 
player he needed. 

He finally got his grip on Mc- 
Graw. With Wilbert Robinson, 
the catcher, “Muggsy” was sold 
to St. Louis in 1900. McGraw 
did not want to come. He and 
Robinson owned a cafe in Balti- 
more. But baseball law forced 
him to appear here and the Car- 
dinal owners, hoping to placate 
him, made McGraw manager. 

It failed to take. McGraw 
sulked, spent more time at the 
Fair Grounds racetrack than with 
his club, and finally in 
hopped to the American League 
as head of the Baltimore club. 
That “blew” in one year and Mc- 
Graw then went to the Giants 
where he laid the foundation of 
a system of directing teams that 
subsequently attained national 
ein Ne 


McGraw the “Whole Show.” 


I; was McGraw who first put 
into effect the bench managing 
system of calling every doubtful 
play for his batters and pitchers. 
The plan was and still is beyond 
most of the leaders of today. 
But McGraw not only introduced 
it but he jnsisted on it with an 
iron hand. 

Only such players as suited his 
system remained long with the 
Giants. They had to be rock- 
ribbed, iron-héarted, loyal to the 
last ditch and endowed with the 
spirit once described by Charley 
Herzog with the words: “When

T was not’for nothing that 
years ago they called him the 
" of the base- 
ball world. “At 59 McGraw 
probebly has vetter judgment of 
fiel.. tactics and baseball players 
then any individual still in the 
game. 

That goes even for the old 
riaster, Connie Mack, or that 
younger wizard, Branch Rickey, 
in our estimation among the 
best judges of baseball talent 
alive today, 

As long as baseball lasts men 
will be trying to imitate Mc- 
Graw and “call the shots,” play 
by play from the bench—and, as 
lor’ as baseba}i lasts, most of 
them will fail. 

It’s only now and then in any 
line- that a man good enough to 
be called “a Napoleon” arises.

Leads in “Famous Boners.” 


(TH all his canny judgment, 
it is a matter of record that 
players who were considered 
strong factors by him were re- 
sponsible for three outstanding 
bone plays in baseball history. 
In 1912 it was Snodgrass who, 
with his “$80,000 muff,” caused 
the Giants to lose the world se- 
ries’ deciding game to the Bos- 
ton Red Sox. This play cost each 
of Snodgrass’ teammates about 
$1500 in extra series money. 
Then there was Fred Merkle, 
whose famous “touching second” 
play in 1908 gave Chicago the 
pennant and kept the Giants out 
of the world series. Also there 
was Heine Zimmerman, the third 
baseman who chased Eddie Col- 
lins across the plate with the 
winning run, in another world 
series. 


All of these men, however, Mc- 
Graw continued to exploit and 
use because he did not believe 
in charging up’a mistake against 
a player of proved merit. In fact, 
McGraw always defended his 
players against unfair criticism.

McGraw’s Most Surprising 


Season. 


N his day McGraw has had 

some surprising things happen 
to him, but probably none that 
compares with his experience in 
1916 when, as commander of a 
group of real stars, he finished 
fourth, although his team at one 
Stage of the season set an early 
record by winning 17 straight 
games and then broke this record 
later in the race by winning 26 
successive victories. Nothing like 
that ever has happened or prob- 
ably can happen again. 

If McGraw is forced to retire 
from baseball completely by rea- 
son of his acute sinus trouble, he 
probably will not have to worry 
about chasing the wolf from the 
door, although the Florida rea! 
estate boom got him once and 
the stéck market later, so it is 
said. 

He has seen his salary grow 
from around $5000 in 1902 to 
$65,000, the largest sum ever 
paid to any manager and a fig- 
ure equaled or exceeded by only 
three men in the history of base- 
ball—Ty Cobb, Babe Ruth and 
Commissioner Landis. Cobb, for 
one year, was paid $67,000 by 
Connie Mack. Ruth’s top was

A Crucial Moment | 
HREE-YEAR-OLD ANDY had 
made himself a train by hitch- 
ing. one behind the other, his 
express wagon, his push car and a 
large wooden box. 

As he turned the corner from 


the sidewalk into the garden path, 


the wheel of the push car caught 
in the gate. 
Still seated in his express wagon, 


v-he tugged and pulled. The car be« 


came only the more firmly jammed. 
He got out and pulled at it. He 
climbed back into his wagon, be- 
coming more and more angry as he 
continued to push and tug in vain. 

He was about to give away to 4 
fit of temper when his mother came 
to his rescue. Quietly she took him 
by the hand and showed him how. 
to get the wheel lose from the 
gate. She moved it part way and 
let him move it the rest. The train 
went on its way with Andy beaming 
at its head. 

Next time a toy won't behave as 
he wants Andy will be less likely to 
waste his energy in anger. Instead 
he will examine it carefully to see 
what is the matter and make it act 
right just as mother did. 

It is for just such moments that 
a mother should keep an eye on her 
child’s play. If she can reach him 
before his helplessness in the face 
of some difficulty throws him into 
a tantrum she will be helping him 
to learn self-control and to acquire 
a purposeful instead of'a merely 
emotional response to obstacles. 

The emotional, headstrong child 
often has great difficulty’ in learn- 
ing to cope with the resistance of 
merely inanimate things. 

He is likely to develop the habit 
of indulging in futile rages unless 
he is painstakingly taught a more 
sensible way of behaving.
